they had to go before their contents 
could be disposed of, they should be 
covered. Of course, medical men, ° 
he said, might have their opinions on

The Chairman said that he did not 
think it was necessary to appointa 
sub-committee, as the Board itself 
conld deal with the matter, and, with 
the meeting’s ‘permission, he would 
make 2 short statement on the mat- 
ter. He said that, in the removal 
of the Colony’s refuse, it was neces- 
sary, owing to the hilly nature. of

seal danger in exposing the rubbish. 
Supposing all the rubbish had to be 
carried’through toone collectingdepot .

JAPAN'S WAR PRIZE. 


VESSEL A WHITE ELEPHANT. 


Tokyo, March L—The Govern- 
ment is at a less to know what to do 
with the former German ships 
received as reparation. These ships 
are the. property of the State, and 
their disposal must be governed by 
the regulations relating to State 
property. These regulations provide 
that ‘when any State’ property “is 
loaned a fee shall be charged and be 
paid in advance. The action taken 
by the authorities with regard to the 
“Rieist.” one of the former German 
vessels, is held to be 2 violation of 
those regulations, as they have allow~ 
edthe Nippon Yusen Kaisha to 
operate her on the European run 
without any compensation. The fact 
is that. on account of the present 
depression of the freight situation, 
the Nippon Yusen Kaisha was not 
prepared ‘to operate the 


Government. Thus the operation of 


the “Kieist” has been entrusted to.the 
company without any special contract 
being made, it is said. - 

The “Cap Finisterre” isregarded as 
the best of the ships allotted to Japan 
bat as the Nippon Yusen”, Kaisha 
abandoned the hope of operating her, 
she is still in Yokobamia. It is said 
that Mr Asano, president of the Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha, is trying to obtain the 
use of the steamer on condition of a 
subsidy being given bythe Govern- 
ment, but it is pot known whether 
his efforts will succeed. So far as the 
Government .is concerned, no deci- 
sion has yet been made regarding the 


employment, of the “Cap'Finisterre” | ., 


though there has been 2 report .that 
ske will be sent to Yokosuka to be 
used as a floating hospital for the 
sailors there. 


While no decision has’ yet 


“|been reached regarding. the fate 


of the former’ German ships, ‘the 
third and fourth vessels are short- 
ly to arrive. ‘The “Bielfeldt” reached
